Proclamation Declares St. 
Louis Business Is Basical- 
ly Sound but Relief Is 
Needed. 


Mayor Miller today issued a proc- 
lamation calling upon the citizens 
of St. Louis to raise a fund of at 
least $1,000,000, by public sub- 
scription, for unemployment relief, 
in addition to the $300,000 which 
he is asking the Board of Aldermen 
to appropriate from the city treas- 
ury for this purpose. 

The Mayor declared that St. 
Louis was shown by investigation 
to be basically sound in its business 


structure, and amply able to meet 
itt unemployment problem through 
a united effort. This united effort, 
he said, is being made through the 
Citizens’ Committee on Public Re- 
lief, headed by Birch O. Mahaffey. 

This committee, with headquar- 
ters in the Southern Hotel building, 
will be financed, according to the 
Mayor's plan, with the city appro- 
priation temporarily, and through

Text of the Proclamation. 

The text of the Mayor's procla- 
mation follows: 

“Present unsettled conditions, 
almost the world over, call for the 
best leadership and the greatest 
degree of co-operation of all com- 
munity forces, if anything like an 
approach to their solution is to be 
made, 

“Each community is handling its 
own problem. With that thought 
in mind, a Citizens’ Committee on 
Public Relief has been appointed, 
under the general direction of Mr. 
Birch O. Mahaffey, but neither 
Mr. Mahaffey nor his committee 
can achieve the maximum result 
for St. Louis without the help and 
complete cd-operation of the city 
administration (which I hereby 
most heartily pledge), existing or- 
ganizations, individuals and indus- 
try as a whole. 

“The Citizens’ Committee on 
Public Relief was appointed for 
the purpose among others, of cor- 
relating and tying together such 
city-wide activities as might be 
deemed necessary. This seems to 
be the sensible way to proceed. 
Without such centralized control, 
humerous unrelated efforts will be 
started—which will tend in the 
main to “muddy the water“ and 
result in waste of money through 
duplication ot Overhead, to say 
nothing of the waste of energy and 
‘fort which naturally follows 
ch efforts are not brought 
togther under a sensible and co— 
operative plan. This is a job call- 
ing for the concentration of every 
“vic and commercial energy.

Secretary Stimson Says It Has Not 
Sought to Block Loans.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Secre- 
tary of State Stimson today issued 
the following statement: “In view 
of persistent rumors that this Gov- 
ernment has informally indicated 
to bankers its disapproval of loans 
to Italy as a means of bringing 
pressure in favor of disarmament, 
I wish to make it perfectly clear 
that there is absolutely no fuunda- 
tion for any such rumors. No loans 
to Italy have been discussed by 
this department formally or infor- 
mally, or in any way whatever, and 
I have not heard of any such sug- 
gestion or discussion by any repre- 
sentative of the Government.”

THIEF TRIES IN VAIN 

TO GET SAFE OPEN 


Discovers Revolver in 
Drawer but Earl Avery, 
15, Clerk, Grabs Another 
Pistol and Fires. 


Earl Avery, 15-year-old Negro 
clerk in a drug store at Vandeven- 
ter and Enright avenues, shot a 
robber today as the man fled from 
the store after failing in an effort 
to open the safe to get money and 
morphine. 

In the basement of 3912 Enright 
avenue, across the street from the 
store, police found a man with a 
bullet wound in the left leg. Taken 
to the City Hospital, the prisoner 
said he was Emmett McDonald, 32, 
a tuckointer, and denied he was 


the robber. 
Avery, who lives in a back room 


of the drug store, owned by Ru- 
dolph W. Wettig, had unlocked the 
doors shortly before 8 o'clock and 
was waiting on his first customer, 
when the robber entered and asked 
for a newspaper. Avery replied 
that the papers had not come and 
the man lingered in the store, com- 
menting on the weather. When 
the customer went out, he quickly 
locked the door and pointed a re- 
volver at the clerk. 

Told to Face Wall. 
With hands raised Avery backed 
into the room behind the prescrip- 
tion. counter where the robber or- 
dered him to open the safe. Avery 
pleaded that he did not know the 
combination and was told to face 
the wall. The robber rattled at 
the combination, then cursed and 
demanded, “Where’s the mor- 
phine?” The boy replied that the 
morphine was in the safe. 
Mumbling curses, the robber 
opened drawers in various cabinets 
until he found a 32-caliber revolv- 
er belonging to Avery, who heard 
him say, Here's a nice little wea- 
pon for myself.” 

Abandoning his search, the rob- 
ber ordered Avery to lie face-down 
on the floor. “You stay there five 
minutes or you'll get hurt,” he 
threatened, as he left the room. 
Avery started to rise but the man 
stopped in the drug store and or- 
dered him to lie down again. Av- 
ery obeyed until he heard the front 
door close, then scrambled to ‘his 
feet, snatched another revolver 
from a drawer near the cash reg- 
ister and ran out. | 

Fires Four Times. 

From in front of the drug store, 

at the northwest corner of the in- 
tersection, Avery fired four shots 
at the man who was running west. 
At the mouth of an alley about 75 
feet away the fugitive staggered 
and turned around, firing one shot 
in the direction of Avery, who 
dodged into a doorway. 
Then he darted north through 
the alley. turned west in another 
alley, doubled back over the site 
of a building under construction, 
where he threw away the stolen 
revolver, and crossed Enright av- 
enue into another alley, where he 
dropped the revolver he had used 
in the holdup. 

With a broad grin, Avery told po- 
lice he “got pretty good with a re- 
volver from shooting rabbits out 
near Kinloch Park.” He said his 
full name was Rudolphus Ear! La- 
fayette Avery, explaining that 
“some white folks named me.“ He 
was graduated from a Kinloch pub- 
lic school in 1929 and lived with 
his mother until six months ago, 
when she went to live with other 
relatives in Tennessee. 

McDonald, police records show, 
has been arrested six times for 
peace disturbance and twice sus- 
pected of larceny. Last year he was 
sentenced to six months in the 
Workhouse for passing a worthless 
check.

BEFORE. HOUSE COMMITTEE 


First Year Plan of Construction 
Under London Treaty Present- 
ed by Secretary Adams, 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The 


administration's first year program 
for construction under the London 
naval treaty was. laid today before 
the House Naval Committee by 


Secretary Adams. It was estimated 
to cost $134,635,000. 

It calls for the construction of 
ene 7500-ton, six-inch gun cruiser 
at a cost of $16,605,000; one six- 
inch gun flying deck: cruiser of 10,- 
000 tons to cost $20,780,000; four 
submarines of 1100 tons each to 
cost $4,400,000 each or a total of 
$17,600,000; one plane carrier of 
13,800 tons to cost $27,650,000; ten 
destroyers of 1500 tons each to cost 
$4,200,000 each, and one déstroyer 
leader of 1850 tons to cost $5,000,- 
000. 

Chairman Britten said that at 
the London Naval Conference . the 
United States obtained the right to 
use the dirigible Los Angeles for 
military training purposes in con- 
nection with fleet operations. Un- 
der the treaty of Versailles, Britten 
said, the Los Angeles, which was 
given to this country by Germany 
after the World War, was restrict- 
ed to non-military activities. Brit- 
ten will introduce a bill tomorrow 
to carry out Adams’ recommenda- 
tions. | 


DINOSAUR EGG DISCOVERED 
IN FLORIDA PHOSPHATE PIT 


2,000,000 to 7,000,000 Years Old; 
Similar to That Found in 
Gobi Desert.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 3.— 
The Florida Times-Union says In a 
dispatch from Ocala, Fla., that a 
dinosaur egg, estimated to be 2,- 
000,000 to 7,000,000 years old, has 
been found in a phosphate pit near 
Dunnellon, in Marion County. 

The egg, similar to those discov- 
ered in the Gobi desert by Roy 
Chapman Andrews, noted explorer. 
is displayed by W. B. Jernican of 
the Collodial Phosphate Corpora- 
tion, the newspaper said. 


FRANK B. KELLOGG IN OSLO 


Arrives to Receive the Nobel Peace 
Award. 


OSLO, Norway, Dec. 8.—Frank 
B. Kellogg, former ‘Secretary of 
State under President Coolidge, 
and winner of the Nobel peace 
prize for 1929, arrived here today 
for the ceremonies on Wednesday 
at which he will recéive the award. 
The presentation will be made at 
the Nobel Institute in the presence 
of ranking officials of the diplo- 
matic corps, and individuals active 
in peace work. Dr. Frederick Stang 
will preside and Premier Johonn 
Ludwig will deliver the principal 
address for Kellogg and Archbish- 
op "Nathan Soederbiom, winner of 
the 1930 peace award. 

Ordinarily the recipiént of this 
prize responds with an address on 
some phase of world peace, but 
Kellegg is understood to have de- 
clined to make such speech. After 
the ceremony Kellogg plans to go 
to Berlin.

MOSCOW, Dec. 8.—The Soviet 


Central Executive Committee today |) 
commuted the death sentences of 
five ‘engineers convicted of a plot 
to overthrow the Soviet regime to 
10 years’ imprisonment. 


Sentences of 10 years’ imprison- 
ment passed on the remaining three 
defendants in the trial, which was 
broadcast from one end of the So- 
viet Union to the other, were re- 
duced to eight years. 

All the newspapers in Moscow 
came on the streets late today, for 
they published the long verdict in 
full and devoted what was left of 
their space to editorials denouncing 
these eight men as the tools of for- 
eign capital. 

“The porletarian court has pun- 
ished the bitterest enemies of the 
laboring class,” said one newspa- 
per, ‘but the danger of war is not 
over. The wreckers have heen 
caught and punished, but the dan- 
ger of counter-revolution has not 
been removed. Th class enemy has 
not yet been exteriinated.” 

The verdict of the four Judges 
who heard the trial was read at 
midnight Sunday, Russian time. 

Five Condemned to Death. 

Those condemned in the Judge's 
verdict to be shot, but now are 
saved, are: 

Prof. Leonid Ramsin, 43 years 
old, former professor of the Mos- 
cow Technical Institute and direc- 
tor of the Heat and Power Insti- 
tute, leader of the movement. 

Victor Larichev, 43, former head 
of the fuel department of the State 
‘Planning Commission, said to be 
next in command to Ramsin. 

Nikolai Charnovsky, 62, profes- 
sor in various technical institutes, 
and president of the Technical 
Council of the Supreme Economic 
Council. 

Ivan Kalinikov, 56, former offi- 
cial of the State Planning Com- 
mission and professor in the Mili- 
tary Aerial Academy. 

Alexander Fedotov, 67, oldest of 
the conspirators, professer in vari- 
ous institutes and chairman of the 
Seientific Research Textile Insti- 
tute. 

Those sentenced to imprisonment 
are: Viadimir Ochkin, 30, youngest 
of the group, secretary to Ramsin 
in the Heat ane 155 ‘ower Institute 
and manager of research sec- 
tion of the Supreme Economic 
Council; Sergei Kuprianov, 59, di- 
rector of the technical section. of 
the Supreme Economic Council:

Prisoners Hear Verdict Impassively 

The prisoners. heard the verdict 
and sentences tmpassively.. Ram- 
sin gripped the desk in front of 
him and listened intently until ne 
heard his name and then seemed 
to take no further notice of the 
proceedings. Larichev stood with 
downcast eyes. Charnovsky gulp- 
ed two glasses of water after re- 
questing an attendant to bring 
them. 

The courtroom, former ballroom 
of the Old Union Club, or House 
of Columns, was filled with spec- 
tators, all of whom had waited 
from 6 p. m. until after 11 o'clock 
for the Judges to appear. As Judge 
Vishinsky read the verdict and the 
sentences there was a roar of ap- 
plause. Outside 10,000 others, un- 
able to get in, listened at miero- 
phones and likewise applauded. 
Nearly an hour was consumed as 
Judge Vishinsky read the verdict,. 
which he had written bier in long 
hand. 

The verdict found that the de- 
fendants had sponsored military 
intervention in Russia; backed by 
“capitalists and military circles: of 
France and the Trogprom (Russian 
emigre organization in Paris) and 
the Industrial Party of Russia.” In 
another place it Was charged that 
the anti-Soviet engineers were 
among the most ‘hostile and most 
violent leaders of counter-revolu- 
tionary organizations.” 

Mention also was made of the 
intervention of a foreign fleet, 
which may have referred to as- 
sertions made by the defendants 
during the trial that England had 
aided the conspiracy. 

The trial began Nov. 25. All

shout that the Bishop had mis- 
represented him. Ushers pulled 
him down, men struck him as they}; 
dragged him out, a woman shout- 
ed “He ought to be lynched!” and 
Lindsey, a little man, was saved 
from further injury only by de- 
tectives who took him to a police 
station. 

The Bishop refused to press a 
complaint, but Lindsey neverthe- 
less got a summons to appear in 
West Side Court today on a charge 
of disorderly conduct. Later, with 
a bruised head and a black and 
blue lower lip, he left to deliver 
an address in Albany. 

Meanwhile his attorney, Arthur 
Garfield Hayes, announced that he 
would try to intcrest Clarence Dar- 
row in the case, and there were 
intimations of legal action against

Italian salvage ship Artiglio, which 
has been at work trying to recover 
$5,000,000 in gold bullion from the 
sunken Kner Egypt, blew up and 
sank off the island of Houat yester- 
day afternoon with the loss of 14 
lives, 

In a lull in work on the Egypt 
wreck the Artiglio was ordered to 
blast away the nearby hulk of the 
munitions ship Florence, sunk dure 
ing the war. It is thought the 
Florence blast set off explosives 
aboard the Artiglo. The salvage 
ship was about 1000 feet away from 
the derelict when mines, placed in 
the derelict by divers, went off. The 
Artiglio blew up, too, and went to 


the bottom. 
Two men in full diving equipment 
were found dead in the wreckage of 
the Florence. Seven injured were 
taken to a hospital at Belle Isle, 
Capt. Berteiotto Giacomo of the 
Artiglio was one of those killed.

One of 
the first objects recovered from the 
wreck was a sack of diplomatic 
mail from the British Foreign Of- 
fice.

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DROUTH fl BILL 
REPORTED TO SENATE 


Early Passage of $60,000,000 
Measure Expected—Demo- 
crats’ Tax Views.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The 


$60,000,000 drouth relief bill was 
reported to the Senate today by 
Senator McNary. 

The bill carries $35,000,000 more 
than was recommended by Presi- 
dent Hoover but it went before the 
Senate with the unanimous sup- 


port of the Agriculture Committee 
which McNary heads. Early pas- 
sage was expected in the Senate. 
While the President has urged 
strict economy, leaders expressed 
little hope of paring down the 
drouth relief measure in the Sen- 
ate. Senator Robinson of Arkan- 
sas, the Democratic leader, has 
insisted upon the $60,000,000 fig- 
ure. McNary, who sponsors it, is 
the Assistant Republican leader. 
Consideration of the bill beginning 
tomorrow is planned. 

“A Drop in the Bucket.” 
Chairman Haugen reported to 
the House the Agriculture Commit- 
tee's bill for 30,000,000 for drought 
loans, saying he would ask for con- 
sideration as soon as the construc- 
tion bill had been passed. 

Shortly after McNary's report, 
President Hoover's relief program 
was characterized as a “drop in 
the bucket” by Senator Walsh 
(Dem.), Massachusetts. He 
charged gross underestimates of 
unemployment by those in high 
places.“ 

Walsh, demanding a Democratic 
program, urged an appropriation 
large enough to permit the Federal 
Government to meet half the costs 
of relief work by the states. 

For Cash for Veterans. ~ 
Senator Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, advocated cash payments to 
World War veterans for the value 
of their bonus insurance certifi- 
cates.

Justice Adkins quizzed Bullitt on 
this point, but the lawyer countered 
with a hypothetical case. Russell 
declared that the customers of the 
Clarion Company would be com- 
pelled to pay rates on such expen- 
ditures and that the Government 
would have to relmburse the com- 
pany for such expenditure in case 
of recapture of the plant at the 
expiration of license. 

When Bullitt sought to prove 
that the Government would be am- 
ply protected by an audit at the 
end of 50 years, Justice Adkins in- 
terrupted to ask, “How can. you 
prove that 50 years from now that 
the expenditure of $144 for neck- 
ties was necessary!“ 

“I don’t know about this partic- 
ular exjenditure,” replied Bullitt, 
“put lets take a hypothetical case.

“But how could you prove 30 
years from now that such an ex- 
penditure wag justified?" the Jus- 
tice pursued. Bullitt replied that 
the books of the company would 
show the necessity of the expen- 
diture, declaring that, if at the end 
of 80 years, the com*mission and 
the licensee could not agree as to 
the actual legitimate expenditures 
on the project, the Government 
could take the matter to a equity 
court in the district for a judicial 
determination. 

Cites I. C. C. Rulings, 
Russell, who opened the argu- 
ment, drew a parallel between the 
Federal water power act and the 
Railroad transportation act, under 
which the Interstate 
Commission operates. He pointed 
out that the railroads had chal- 
lenged the jurisdiction of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to

‘Mother’ Jones Is Borne to Grave 
At Mt. Olive, IIl., by Union Miners; 
Buried Beside Virden Riot Victims 


Hundreds Attend Sunday Memorial Service 
for Labor Leader, With Loudspeakers Carry- 
ing Addresses to Overflow Crowds. | 


Close by the graves of three vic- 
tims of the. Virden labor riot of 
1898—the birthday of the miners’ 
eight-hour day—the body of 
“Mother” Jones was laid today aft- 
er funeral services in the @hurch 
of the Ascension at Mount Olive. 
III., 50 miles northeast of St. 
Louig. 

As she had wilied it before death 
brought a peaceful end to more 
than 100 eventful years of life, her 
body was carried to its iast rest by 
union miners. Hundreds of labor 
leaders and members of other 
unions crowded into the church for 
the last services and followed the 


body to the miners’ cemetery on; 


the edge of town. 

Yesterday her body was viewed 
by thousands who passed contin- 
ually through the day past her 
casket, set-among flanking banks 
of flowers and the bright red-blue 
and-gold banners of the miners’ 
union for which she had. fought 
so valiantly. 


Memorial Services Broadcast. 


At memorial services in the aft- 
ernoon more than 1000 crowded 
into the Odd Fellows hall where 
the body lay, and an additional 
1000 on the sidewalks and in an 
overflow hall upstairs heard the 
services over loudspeakers. The 
services were broadcast over a ra- 
dio station operated by the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor. 

The men and women she loved 
best came to do her honor. There 
were miners, broad of shoulder 
and deep of chest, in their Sunday 


best. miners’ wives in garb of sub- 


dued hues, miners’ children 
strangely hushed by the solemnity 
of the occasion. 

Here and there, conspicuous by 
reasons of white hands and more 
sophisticated dress, were clerical 
workers, a few bank officers, store- 
keepers, a professional man or two.

Eloquent Memorial Address. 

The life of Mother Jones was 
and unselfish struggle for liberty, 
the Rev. John W. R. Maguire, 
president of St. Viator's College at 
Kankakee, III., and one of her 
associates in union labor agitation, 
declared in an eloquent memorial 
address. 

“In their luxurious offices many 
a mine owner and capitalist 
breathes a sigh of relief,” he said. 
“while on the plains of Illinois, in 
the hills and valleys of West Vir- 


ginia and Pennsylvania, in Color&do 


and California and British Colum- 
bia, horny-handed men and toil- 
worn women are in grief. 

“The reasons for these contrast- 
ing emotions are identical. Moth- 
er” Jones is dead. Dead after a 
century of keen and vivid life. Dead 
after years of unselfish dedication 
to the ideal of freedom. 

Changes of the Century. 

“She was born in Cork, Ireland, 
in 1830, seven years before Vic- 
toria ascended the throne of En- 
gland. Perhaps no century of pre- 
vioug history has recorded such 
profound changes in the lot of the 
Worker as took place in the years 
spanned by her life. ’ 

“At that time labor unions had 
been formed but In the eyes of the 
law they amounted to illegal con- 
spiracies. Slavery flourished in th 
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being worked in the mines of Great 
Britain and this country. 

“Ireland was under political op- 
pression more terrible than slavery. 
And so it was that by the traditions 
of her family ‘Mother’ Jones was 
inured to anguish and suffering in 
the fight for freedom. 

„It is not for me to try to evalu- 
ate the works of Mother Jones. 
History will do that. But I am 
sure that as long as liberty lives 
the place where her ashes lie will 
be a shrine for those who toll 
with their hands. 

The Weapons of@®onviction, 

“She was a frail woman, Her 
husband and children were taken 
from her by pestilence and she was 
left alone in a strange land when 
she was still young. What weapons 
had she to fight the fight against 
oppression of working men? 

“Only a great and burning con- 
viction that oppression must end. 
Only an eloquent and . flaming 
tongue that won men to her cause.

Interior Department Appropria- 
tion Exceeds Last Year’s..

WASHINGTON, Dee. 8.—The 
House today received the annual 
Interior Department supply bill, 
providing $68,552,000 for the fis- 
cal year 1932. The bill was report- 
ed by the House Appropriations 
Committee, carrying $5,640,000 
more than the department obtained 
for the current year, but $840,700 
less than recommended in the bud- 
get.

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OBIECTED 10 AUTOPSY 


Brother Officer Testifies De- 
fendant’s Wife Showed Signs 
of Having Been Poisoned. 


By the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Kan., Dec. 8.— 


Brother officers of Maj. Charles A. 
Shepard in the Army Medical 
Corps took the withness stand 
against him in his murder trial to- 
day and testified his second wife, 
with whose death he is charged, 
showed evidences of having been 
poisoned. | 

Maj. Paul R. Hawley, medical 


officer, summoned from Nicaragua 
by the Government, testified that 
an autopsy performed at Junction 
City, Kan., following Mrs. Shep- 
ard's death at Fort Riley, in June, 
1929, disclosed poisoning, in his 
judgment. During Mrs. Shepard's 
fatal illness, Shepard ignored sug- 
gestions that he call in civilian 
medical assistance, Hawley said. 
The autopsy, the witness said, was 
held over Shepard's objections, at 
the direction of the army post sur- 
geon. Even before Mrs. Shepard's 
death, Hawley testified, Shepard 
told him he did not want an 
autopsy. 

Maj. Hawley and Maj. J. C. Dye, 
also a Government witness today, 
were stationed at Fr-+ Riley at the 
time and attended Mrs. Shepard. 

Dye, an eye, ear, nose and throat 
specialist, testified particularly 
concerning the condition of Mrs. 
Shepard's eyes. He said the en- 
gorgement of the retina indicated 
poisoning, but admitted under 
cross-examination the use of liquor 
could have been responsible. 

Miss Grace Brandon, 22-year-old 
blond stenographer of San Antonio, 
Tex., subpenaed as a prosecution 
witness, came into court for a short 
time and sat to one side near the 
attorneys. The Government alleges 
Shepard poisoned his wife because 
he was in love with Miss Brandon. 

Hawley became indignant when 
the defense attempted to show he 
was not competent to make sdme 
statements he had given on direct 
cxamination. Replying to a de- 
fense attack on his knowledge of 
toxicology, Hawley retorted: “I 
knew enough about it to pass an 
examination some time ago.” 

Hawley said he told Shepard he 
would not sign a death certificate 
unless he knew the cause of death, 
and Shepard remarked it was un- 
necessary to know the exact cause. 

The witness quoted Shepard as 
saying in his wife’s hearing her 
condition might have been caused 
by excessive drinking and her re- 
ply denying she ever drank enough 
to make her as ill as she was then.

Mrs. Frisbee, Lucille Frisbee, 
Mrs. Johnson and the Johnson 
child were aboard the yacht, an- 
chored off Guadalupe Island the 
night of Nov. 30, when a sudden 
gale began whipping up heavy seas 
and the Eola’s anchors failed to 
hold. The others were ashore. 

Capt. Sayers awoke the party 
and after buckling life preservers 
on the women and children boarded 
ed a skiff with them, abandoning 
the craft. 

Lashed by the gale, the little 
skiff was tossed about and carried 
seaward half a mile beyond the

Chiang Kai-Shek Takes the Field.

HANKOW, China, Dec. 8.— 
Trapped between the towns of 
Kwangshui and Hwangan, less 
than 100 miles north of this im- 
portant center, nearly 20,000 Proy- 
incial troops have been massacred 
by a like number of bandit reds, 
reports from Northern Hupeh 
Province said. 

The loss yesterday was the 
heaviest suffered by the Govern- 
ment since the opening of its cam- 
paign against banditry soon after 
the end of the recent civil war. 

Chiang Kai-shek, Generalissimo 
and. President of the Chinese Re- 
public, has taken command of the 
drive against communism through- 
out North Central China. 

However, this seemed not to 
have deterred the hundreds of 
bands of roving reds, for they 
continued attacks against shipping 


on the Upper Yangtze River with 
undiminished vigor. 

American, French, British, Jap- 
anese and Chinese vessels suf- 
fered. A Chinese seaman on a 
Japanese cargo carrier was the 
only fatality reported yesterday, 
although several ships were badly 
damaged by gunfire from commun- 
ist shore batteries. 

President Chiang Kai-shek de- 
clared the Government would send 
300,000 troops, 20 gunboats and 30 
airplanes against outlaws in the 
Upper Yangtze Valley, if neces- 
sary. 

The President announced that 
“those who surrender, bringing 
with them arms and ammunition 
from the enemy, will receive a re- 
ward and pardon, while those re- 
sponsible for the capture, dead or 
allve, of any communist leader, 
will be richly rewarded.” 


CUBA AND DUTCH EAST INDIES

Restriction of Exports Decided to 
Present United Front at 
European Conference.

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 8.—Repre- 


sentatives of Cuban-American and 
Dutch East Indian sugar producers 
have reached an understanding for 


limitation of export of sugar for a 
period of five years, it was an- 
nounced today. The understand- 
ing also contemplates the segrega- 
tion of old stocks, which will be 
gradually dispersed. 

Today’s understanding. follows 
efforts of the two groups to reach 
a united front on restriction pro- 
posals with which to face Europe- 
an producers at a conference to be 
held at Brussels early this week. 
The agreement is subject to ap- 
proval of Javanese factory owners 
and the Javanese Government. 

A communique from the Amer 
can headquarters outlining the 
agreement says that, in place of a 
mission to control limitation as 
originally suggested by Thomas L. 
Chadbourne, head of the Cuban- 
American group, the group has ac- 
cepted “appropriate and satisfac- 
tory guarantees from Java that the 
excess export shall be limited in 
accordance with the actual increase 
in consumption demand in Java's 
natural outlet.” 

The Cuban exportation, the com- 
munique says, will be limited along 
the lines originally proposed by the 
Chadbourne committee.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ERMIT me to share with you a sense 
of disappointment in the recent mes- 


sage of President Hoover; but I accept 


his apology; the Constitution compelled 
him to do it. I suggest an amendment 
relieving Presidents of such embarrass- 
ments. 
There is, however, one excellent fea- 
ture in this message; the diagnosis is 
specific, but in the absence of any such 
siecific remedy, except patience and 
suffering, let us seek a cure. 

If we were told that millions of Chinese 
were starving because of overproduction, 
we could agree with best taste that the 
Chinese are peculiar; if millions nee 

rving in Soviet Russia because o 
—— loll we would criticise their 
theories and their practices. It is up to 
us 200 per cent Americans to show the 
world what we can do. In the absence of 
official leadership, I propose the follow- 
ing: 

1. Make due-bills legal tender. Many 
private citizens are attempting this re- 
form, but the attempt as yet lacks Gov- 
ernment support. 

2. If this is too radical, I suggest that 
money be made of rubber. The contrac- 
tion of the dollar bill (the only kind I 
know) by Mr. Mellon, the greatest secre- 
tary since Alexander Hamilton, was well 
meant; but what we now need is an 
elastic dollar bill which can be made to 
cover the week’s grocery account. 

3. If neither of these reforms is ac- 
ceptable, I propose that some of the 
Hoover commissions be authorized to 
form an Association of Patriotic Con- 
sumers, to serve without cost to them- 
selves or to the Government. One mil- 
lion militant consumers, released from 
the conventions of barter and sale and 
from other niggardly mercantile man- 
ners, would be able to deplete the ware- 
houses, empty the overstocked shelves 
and set the wheels of industry once more 
singing the jolly song of frosperity. If 
these volunteers failed, the Boy Scouts, 
the booster clubs, the D. A. R., the 
K. K. K. and other loyal bodies could 
be mobilized. 

To starve from overabundance is not 
tragic; it is absurd. 

Down with baby-golf remedies; if we 
must perish in the sea of plenty, let it 
be by drowning and not by drouth.

Neither the United States nor France has the 
power to compel other countries to ship gold to it; 
they do so because under the prevailing economic 
conditions gold is the cheapest thing to ship in pay- 
ment of some international obligation. In both the 
United States and France the export of gold is un- 
restricted. The present Federal Reserve discount 
rates of 2% per cent to 3% per cent would hardly 
justify the claim that we are trying to corner the 
world’s gold, and if we can believe reports from 
Paris the French banking authorities, far from re- 
joicing over the increasing stocks of the yellow met- 
al, wish that other countries would stop sending it. 
Indeed, it is rumored in today’s news that France 
is arranging to balance her gold excess with En- 
gland, which is short of gold. 
An examination of recent statistics reveals the sig- 
nificant fact that countries producing raw materials, 
which have suffered particularly sharp price declines, 
have been the principal exporters of gold. Within 
the past year the central banks and Government 
treasuries in Argentina, Brazil, Australia and Japan 
have lost over $400,000,000 of gold, and it has 
been from this gold, and from a moderate share of 
the new production, and not from drains on the gold 
reserves of other European countries, that the stocks 
of France and the United States have been recently 
increased. In the case of these gold exporting coun- 
tries the causal sequence has not been from gold 
shortage to depression, but from depression to gold 
shortage; that is, the acute distress of these pro- 
ducers of raw materials has shoved the gold out upon 
other countries which are in a position to receive it.

Season with 
salt, pepper, onion, etc. Place fill- 
ing on circular pieces of biscuit 
Gough about the size of a saucer.

Meat Pie. 
Mix two cups chopped roast beef 
and season with salt, pepper and 
gravy. Turn into a greased baking 
dish and cover with one cup of well 
seasoned mashed potato. Brush 
with beaten egg. Bake until pota- 
toes are slightly browned. 
Leftover Chicken Dish. 

Take the pieces of chicken left 
over, as legs, wings, etc., reheat’ 
with.the leftover gravy and water 
added to make sufficient liquid to 
cover the chicken generously. Sea- 
son with salt, pepper and onion 
juice. Cook with this small pota- 
toes. When potatoes are nearly 
soft, turn the whole into a baking 
dish and cover with a biscuit dough. 
Bake a nice brown and serve as a 
luncheon dish, or make into indi- 
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spoons butter, add three-fourths ta- 
dlespoon vinegar, one-fourth glass 
currant jelly, a few grains salt, 
pepper and cayenne and one-third 
teaspeon mustard. Reheat the 
lamb in the sauce and serve imme- 


diately. 
Ragout of Veal. 

Season one and one-half cups 
brown sauce with one teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, a few drops 
onion juice, a few grains cayenne 
and black pepper to taste. Add 
two cups of diced cold roast veal. 
Reheat and serve. 


TRY BAKED PORK CHOPS 


This Way of Preparing Them Of- 
fers a Change. 

Baked pork chops are cut about 
two inches thick from a loin of 
young pork. Each chop is split 
through part way and stuffed with 
a layer of regular poultry dressing. 
The chops are then placed in a 
baking pan, a slice of apple put on 
top of each, the pan covered and 
the chops baked for an hour in a 
moderate oven. 

They should be basted two or 
three times during cooking. Cooked 
in this way the meat will be meélt- 
ingly tender, and the dressing will 
give an entirely different flavor to 
an otherwise quite ordinary dish.

specific recommendation for build- 
ing the Navy up to treaty limits, 
jbut the report was framed in 
language anticipatory of such a 
move. In this connection it was 
pointed out it would be necessary 
to increase the Navy's enlisted 
force “as the fleet approaches 
treaty strength in cruisers and car- 
riers unless further limitation ‘is 
arranged by treaty.” 

The report gave a comprehen- 
sive statement of the status of na- 
val aviation and pointed out that 
this branch of the service was of 
increasing importance. In gener- 
al terms Adams recommended fur- 


ther steps to make thé air corps of 


the Navy more efficient, and an 
increase in personne! to take care 
of forces which will be necessary 
under the treaty. 

Under outlined plans, a number 
of major units are to be added to 
the naval air corps. They include 
a six-plane patrol unit for the bat- 
tle fleet, a similar unit for the 
scouting fleet, two scouting squad- 
rons of 20 planes and 12 planes, 
respectively. 
| In no instance did the report 

specifically point out the needs of 
the navy necessary to give it a 
full treaty rating, but it constantly 
referred to improvements and ad- 
ditions which if carried out would 
do this. 
Condition of Navy. 

As a matter of statisties, reports 
recently made public by the navy 
show this country below the trea- 
ty limits in both the six and ‘eight 
inch gun cruiser category, and sad- 
ly obsdiete in categories in which 

e tonnage is up to treaty limits. 

America has 15 battleships, the 
number allowed by the treaty. 
These, the report pointed out, 
would benefit by modernization 
programs. Modernization of the 
battleships Idaho, Mississippi and 
New Mexico was specifically. rec- 
ommended. : 

Only 60,600 tons of eight-inch 
gun cruisers are in service. The 
treaty allows 180,000 tons. Ninety 
thousand tons of such cruisers are 
under construction and the remain- 
ing 40,000 tons have been author- 
ized, but no funds have been ap- 
propriated for their construction 
by Congress. A drive in the pres- 
ent short session for such a pro- 
gram will get under way shortly, 
however. 

In the matter of six-inch gun 
cruisers, of which the treaty al- 
lows 143,600 tons, the navy has 
but 70,500 tons in service. A pro- 
gram of 73,000 is under considera- 
tion by some members of Congress. 
but leaders concede little likelihood 
of its success. 

American naval personnel is 
about 10,000 below that of Great 
Britain, and on a par with that of 
Japan. Efficient manning of a 


naval experts estimate, would ne- 
cessitat+ an increase which would 
place American personnel on a 
par with Great Britain. 

Increases for 

Adams bluntly outlined the per- 
sonnel deficiencies in language 
which charged that without in- 
creases this country would be in 
no position to enter a war should 
one occur. 

“During the fiscal year 1930,“ 
said the report, “funds were pro- 
vided for an enlisted strength of 
84,500 men. This number of en- 
listed men was not adequate to 
man fully all types of ships and it 
was necessary to operate most 
types of ships with allowances 
which were considerably under the 
actual complement of the ships. 

“The allowance averaged 37.9 
per cent of the actual complement 
of the ships. 

“Such a system does not keep a 
Navy fully prepared for war. 

Discussing the pay situation in 
the Navy, Adams continued: 

“The officers of the service are 
men whose lives have been conse- 
crated to the service of their coun- 
try; they are the first line of de- 
fense in time of war, and their 
country. should recompense them 
adequately, even generously, for 
their service and hardships which 
they are forced to undergo.” 

The report emphasized the in- 
creasing importance of aviation to 
naval: forces, and recommended es- 
tablishment of a naval airship base 
on the Pacific Coast. 

It also advocated guarantees for 
conservation of the naval petrole- 
um and oil shale reserves. 

The undertaking of a submarine 
replacement program was pro- 
posed. During the past year, up- 
keep costs have increased, the re- 
port added, and “due principally 
to the age Of a large number of 
submarines, it is felt the per- 
formance of submarine engineering 
material is not commensurate with 
its maintenance costs.

There are many homemakers

NEW YORK, Dec. 8. 


“Judge Landis has become too 
autocratic,” baseball men now say. 
“Instead of running baseball ac- 
cording to the rules he is running 
baseball according to his views and 
that is not right. We have. built up 
a great organization, in which mil- 
lions of dollars are invested, and 
we have built up the business by 
following certain rules. 

“Now he presumes to say that 
the rules we have been following 
are not right and that we must tear 
down the structure we have built 
up, proceed along lines favored by 
him. He insists that the practice 
of owning minor league clubs, com- 
mon now among big league clubs, 
is wrong and contrary to the best 
interests of baseball. 

“If we listened to him we would 
be consenting to the confiscation 
of our property and that would be

And so a fight is expected when 
the American and National league 
owners meet Thursday in the an- 
nual joint session of the two major 
circuits. Prominent baseball men 
say that Landis will recede from 
his hostile position when he finds

Lively Ball Will 
Be Discussed From 
Three Viewpoints 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8. 
MONG the topics to be dis- 
cussed by major league club 
owners during the gather- 

ings here this week will be the 
subject of the “lively ball,“ so- 
called. 

This subject has split the 
major league owners and man- 
agers into three distinct camps 
and all three probably will 
have lots to say before the 
meetings come to an end. 

In one group are those who 
favor the ball as it is; another 
includes those who would 
deaden the ball to end the 
home run epidemic; still an- 
other would keep the ball as it 
is, but end “pop-fly home runs” 
by limiting hits into certain 
sectors to two or three bases, 
where they now go for home 
runs. 


The Rochester and Houston fran- 
chises are worth more than a mil- 
lion dollars each and for that rea- 
son the Cardinals are prepared to 
fight to the finish against any op- 
position to major league ownership 
of minor league clubs. 

Years ago the Cardinals were 
forced to invest in minor league 
franchises. In those early days 
they were unable to compete in 
the open market with the Giants, 
Cubs, Yankees and other wealthier 
minor clubs. To provide a devel- 
oping school for young players the 
Cardinals invested in minor league 
clubs and through careful nursing 
and perseverance they purchased 
Rochester, Houston and clubs in 
lesser leagues as proving grounds 
for players. Now, because of their 
minor league holdings, they are in 
a strategic position, well able to 
compete with New York and Chi- 
cago clubs and they are not going

If the new 
proposition carries the mid-season 
limit will be reduced to 23, which 
probably will mean that each club 
will carry only eight or nine pitch- 
ers instead of 10 or 11. This will 
work no hardship on the Cardi- 
nals. During the 1930 season, Man- 
ager Gabby Street- had only eight 
pitchers during the stretch drive 
to @ pennant. 

Manager Street, who was one of 
the Cardinal representatives at the 
Montreal meeting of the minor 
leagues, returned to his home at 
Joplin, Mo., and will not be pres- 
ent at the sessions here.

Care of the First Teeth

9-year-old daughter's tooth filled. 
This mother is making a serious 
mistake. When her attention was 
called to the fact that her child was 
suffering pain, she replied: That is 
nothing. All children have tooth- 
ache.“ Here she is again in error. 
The child whose temporary set of 
teeth receive prompt and proper at- 
tention never has toothache. 


Furthermore, decaying teeth 
make it impossible to masticate the 
food properly and this is quite apt 
to start a serious intestinal disturb- 
ance. It frequently happens that 
decayed teeth cause infection to the 
giands of the neck. 

Usually the child’s sufferings 
make it necessary to extract the 
decayed tooth long before it should 
be removed and this prevents prop- 
er development of the permanent 
teeth and will interfere with the 
normal development of the jaw.

WHEN SHOPPING FOR RUGS 


rugs is a valuable aid in the 

purchase of these necessities 
for the home. There are five main 
types of weaves made in this coun- 
try— Wilton, Chenille, Axminster, 
Velvet and Tapestry. 

Wilton rugs and carpets are made 
exclusively upon jacquard looms, 
done in both wool and worsted 
qualities, the latter being the more 
expensive. The weave is very tight, 
and the hardest and most resilient 
yarns are used in its construction. 
The worsted type possesses the 
best wearing attributes, while the 
better grades of wools also have 
great durability. 

A portion of wool or worsted is 
buried in the back of a Wilton rug, 
giving it resiliency or cushion back 
and durability or buried value. 
Velvet rugs, which appear some- 
what the same on the surface, have 
no yarn buried in the back, 

The number of wires or rows to 
the inch showing on the back of 
a Wilton is evidence of its quality, 
the high ratio being more than 
11 rows, The character of the 
yarn, the pitch and the height of 
the pile are factors te watch in 
purchasing. 

Most expensive and luxurious in 
weaves is the Chenille, offering the 
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widest range of possibilities as to 
depth of pile, design and colorings. 
It also stands apart in the fact that 
it may be woven in widths up to 
30 feet without a seam, and with- 
out cutting can be made to fit into 
alcoves and around fireplaces. 
Chenille is made of pile up to an 
inch and a half deep, possessing a 
soft, quiet, resilient quality that 
makes each step upon it a satis- 
faction. This is due to the heavy 
cushion back. Chenille is made 
from lustrous wool or worsted 
yarns of the finest selected grade. 

Next in quality and price range 
to Wiitons are Axminster carpets 
and rugs, made only from wool 
yarn, the weave not being tight 
enough to permit the use of hard- 
surface worsted warn. Even 80, 
the pile usually is deeper than that 
of Wilton fabrics, Seven or more 
rows to the inch will be found on 


the backs of the better Axminsters. 


In general, Velvets cost less than 
Axminsters, being made in a num- 
ber of various qualities. On the 
surface, these have somewhat the 
appearance of Wiltons, sometimes 
are called Wilton-Velvet, but there 
fs no such weave. Velvet is woven 
on a common cloth type loom with- 
out the jacquard device, and the 
designs are either printed on the 
yarns before weaving or after the 
carpet or rug is woven. 

On the same type of loom as Vel- 
vet the Tapestry carpet or rug is 
woven. If a round wire or row 
is used, then it is a Tapestry. When 
a flat pile wire is used with a knife 
attached the loops are cut by the 
knife and the plush effect or Vel- 
vet is produced.
